Rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. §102

and 52 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by, or in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent No. 5,451,413 to Fok et al. ("Fok"). See Office Action 
at p. 2. As mentioned above, the Examiner in an interview conducted on March 11, 2010 has 
agreed to formally withdraw this rejection. No other response is believed to be due. Applicants 
thank the Examiner for reconsideration and the withdrawal of this rejection. 

Rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

The Examiner has maintained the rejection of claims 14-16, 19, 29-31, 34, 41-43, 49-51 
and 53 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fok. See Office Action at p. 3. As 
mentioned above, the Examiner in an interview conducted on March 11, 2010 has agreed to 
formally withdraw this rejection. No other response is believed to be due. Applicants thank the 
Examiner for reconsideration and the withdrawal of this rejection.
